Tho latest information at hand from 
tho Federal capital confirms that pre- 
viously made public to the effect that 
tho firm of Oppeniieimer, Onderdoxk 
it Co. have secured tho contracts" for 
constructing ■ three sections of the 
Emory-Savona railway. A few days 
ago we stated that Onderdoxk it Co. 
stro a firm of California contractors who 
have in hand there two or three im- 
portant works of a public .nature. 
Whilo wo abstained from expressing 
confidence in their ability to carry to a 
successful issue a work of such magni- 
tude as that which they have under 
taken in British Columbia, wo cast no 
doubt upon their bona fides, feeling as- 
sured that tho Canadian Government, 
upon whom rested the responsibility of 
looking closely into tho securities of 
tho contractors, would satisfy them- 
selves on that important point. To-day 
•we aio in a position to state that the 
Canadian Government liavo confirmed 
the transfer of the contracts by tho 
parties to whom they were originally 
awarded to Oppeniieimer, Onderdoxk 
& Co. after an exhaustivq and satisfac- 
tory scrutiny of tho securities they 
had to offer. Those securities have 
been ascertained to be ample. Tlio 
backing is unquestionable. A syndi- 
cate of wealthy capitalists, experienced 
in railway and other enterprises which 
involved the expenditure of millions of 
dollars, has been formed, and as far as 
it was possible for human foresight to 
guard against accidents, they were guard- 
ed against by tho Government before 
finally awarding to them threo of tho 
Emory-Savona contracts, which, in the 
hands that now hold them, are in a 
better and moro satisfactory condition 
than if they had been allotted to three 
firms instead of one. This assurance 
we give upon information we have 
received from a -source that is < en- 
titled to every confidence. Tho work 
of railway construction will be com- 
menced early in the spring and will 
them eforward be pushed on unremit- 
tingly until the vast agricultural dis- 
tricts of the iuttrior shall have been 
connected by rail with the seaboard. 

As gratifying as Mi is assurance must 
prove to the patient and longwaiting 
puolic, it will be understood that under 
( rdinary circumstances it would be 
ea>yfor the contractors to so shape 
the expenditure as to confer ;i small 
anient of benefit upon the c'tizens of 
this country. They might, for in- 
htaiiee, e..v'ude white free labor from 
the works and by the employment of 
Chiuete s!a e labor conspire to send 
beyond t':e seas the eight or ten 
millions of Canadian money required to 
be sp'-iiit in the work of construction. 
Tiny might contract for the delivery of 
foreign flour and otlier products for the 
consumption of the railway -employes 
to the exclusion of native-grown pro- 
ducts. They might order from the 
manufactories of California and else- 
where every description of manufac- 
tured material required in the prosecu- 
tion of the work. We have reason to 
know that in assenting to the transfer 
of the contracts the Canadian Govern- 
ment asked for the employment of the 
surolus white labor of the Province 
and of Canada; that they have directed 
the attention of the contractors to the 
ftct that there exist already in the 
Province established industries which 
it is the interest of the Dominion Gov- 
ernment to encourage and foster; and 
that, in keeping with the principles em- 
braced by the National Policy, it has 
been intimated (if not stipulated) that 
the railway expenditures should he 
made in such a way and upon such 
objects as will confer the greatest 
possible benefit upon the people of the 
Province. This action of the Federal 
authorities cannot be too highly coin- 
mended. Next to the announcement of 
the awarding of the contracts it is the 
best piece of information we have 
ever laiJ before our readers. The en- 
couragement of loca 1 productions and 
manufactures will infuse new lifo and 
energy into every interest. It will 
start into existence industries not now 
known here, and will enable those al- 
ready established to double and treble 
their capacity; and it must not be for- 
gotten that if the farmer can dispose of 
his cattle and his grain, and the manu- 
facturer his wares to the railway men, 
thriving communities will start into be- 
ing, every member of which must be- 
come a customer in some form of the 
chief trade-centre — Victoria. 

We feel confident that;. the railway 
"programme" we have briefly sketched 
will be carried out; and that an era of 
great activity and prosperity is about 
to dawn. 

CABUL AND HERAT. 



Cabul stands on the southern side of 
the Cabul river, in the midst of a 
large plain. . Rocky ranges of gneissic 
formation, running from north-west to 
south-east, over-shadow it. It has 
some 00,000 inhabitants of all religions 
and races. The thoroughfares in the 
city are intricate and narrow, and as 
the town is divided into quarters, 
which are subdivided into sections by 
walls and gates, it would be a most 
favorable scene for street fighting were 
ths Afghans at all well handled.'' On 
the southern range stands tho Balahis- 
bv, which from its "ihinence of 150 
foi commands the ciiy. This fortifica- 
tion is a mile and a quart pr in circum- 
t ence, and has w ft lis (in some place's 
double "nd treble), of stone, brick, and 
— more generally — mud. There is a 
largo open space in the centre where 
stands the foytll palace and treasury. 
In .the io.vcr part (the Balahissar 
Pahin) are about a thousand houses. 
In 1841 the Bi'if ish occupied a canton- 
ment a mile, and a half to tho north, 
on a site now covered with fields of 
grain. Tho road from this point pus- 



ses out from tho Kohistan gate and 
leads towards the mountains. By its 
side stands Shirpur, an enormous 
line of- barracks begun by the late 
Ameer, whose design was to form a 
huge fortified inclosure having the 
Behmaru hills for one side. The line 
of the buildings parallel with the hills 
haB been completed. It is a milo in 
length, a series of small rooms built 
against a high, thick mud wall, having 
an arched varandah running along the 
front. It is here that tho English 
troops were quartered. Tho hill range 
on the north is tho Koh Assa jMahi, or 
Hill of tho Groat Mother (Nature). 
The Cabul river passes a gorge formed 
by these two hill ranges on the west 
and flows through the city, the walla 
and towers of defence of their two 
system" coming down at the gorge to 
join a fortified bridge — tho bridge 
of Jehan Khan. When the river pis- 
ses out from tho eastern wall of tho 
city, a canal (Morad Khan), begins and 
runs parallel with it. Clcso to the 
westward are tho Behmaru heights, 
and on the eastern sido of the river 
the Siah Sungh heights. The fores 
now concentrated before Cabul is made 
upas follows: — Officers, 162; other 
ranks, British, 2,558 ; native, 3,867. 
This gives a grand total of 6,617 fight- 
ing men of all arms. The followers 
are 6,000 ; of cavalry chargers alone 
there are 1,500 in the division, and 
the baggage animals are very numer-

"Caught in a Blizsaxd." 

In Wisconsin and Manitoba, when a 
tierco and cold wind sweeps down from tho 
north bearing with it minute particles of 
snow as hard and sharp a.s steel filings; 
when tho thermometer suddenly falls from 
tho freezing point to below zero; and 
when tho belated wayfarer grows so bo- 
wildorod as to lose his way and finally 
sinks down on tho open prairie and freezes 
to death within a few yards of his homo, 
where a bright fireside and warm hearts 
await his coming, tho inhabitants who 
find the stiffened body and prepnre it for 
burial Bay, "he was caught in a blizzard." 
Thero was siuch in tho storm of Friday- 
night that reminded im of one of these 
western prairie visitations. There woro 
tho piercing blasts of cold wind, tho deep 
drifts and the air tilled with hard, dry 
snow. Foot passengers havo assured us 
that several times on their jounicy from 
their places of business to their homes 
they were half inclined to turn back 
rather than faco the difficulties that bo3et 
them. Two authentic instances of posi- 
tive danger havo come to our notice. Tho 
wife of an eminent and popular divine 
left her house early on Friday evening to 
attend to the wants of a poor woman re- 
siding aomo distance away. Two hours 
passed and tho lady not having returned 
the husband, becoming alarmed at her 
prolongod absence during the provalence 
of a storm so terriblo, started out in 
Bearch of her. Upon turning the first 
corner after leaving his residence a faint 
cry was heard abovo tho roar of tho wind. 
Following the sound ho soon reached an 
immonse snowdrift, in the midst of which 
ho sa.w a human figure noarly covored 
by the cruel snow. Tho sufferer proved 
to bo his wifo in a state so exhausted that 
in a few minutes more sho must havo 
perished from cold and exposure. As it 
was, assistance was necessary beforo the 
poor lady could be released from what 
had almost proved her windingsheot. 
About ten o'clock the same ovoning two 
gentlemen, while proceeding along Quadra 
et est, wore approached by a ghostly slmpo 
. that suddenly emerged from an open lot 
and walked slowly and painfully towards 
them. From top to toe the figure was so 
encased in snow as to bo unrecognizable. 
When he spoke tho voico was recognized 

as that of Mr. , who having left a 

friend's house 200 yards distant, had at- 
tempted to make a short "cut" across 
lots, and had been caught in a drift. Ho 
floundered through only to bo caught 
in another and another. Finally, he gavo 
himself up for lost, and sank down, 
when, hearing tho voices of the gentlo- 
tnen returning homo, ho made a supreme 
efFort and reachod them in a condition so 
deplorablo that he could scarcely walk. 
Upon consulting his watch it was discov- 
ered that he had consumed 45 minutes in 
making the 200 yards. 

Ksvllway Svipplios. 



Within tho past few days, under orders 
from Ottawa, inquiries havo been set on 
foot to ascertain the capacity of tho city 
and country to furnish supplies for the 
railway contractors. Leading working- 
men, foundrymen, boot and bIioc 
and other manufacturers, importers, far- 
mers and stockraisers havo beon inter- 
viewed on the subject, and tho result of 
tho inquirios has beon forwarded to Otta- 
wa. Wo aro told that the report is em- 
inently satisfactory. Tho Canadian Gov- 
ernment desire to see tho resources of 
this country strained to their utmost bo- 
fore encouraging the importation of labour 
and supplies. 

Triumph of Mr. W. M. Brown, 
M.P.P. — The Government Gazette of yes- 
terday contained a notice of tho appoint- 
ment of Mr. M. O'Connor as mining re- 
corder at Lillooet. A fow months :tgo 
Mr. O'Connor was stripped of all authority 
by tho Government. Upon the energetic 
remonstrance of Mr. W. M. Brown, one 
of the members for the district, Mr. O'C. 
was ra-instated; and now,atthesuggestion 
of the samo gentleman, ho is still further 
honored. A short time ago tho peoplo of 
Lillooet district held a public meeting and 
unanimously expressed confidence in Mr. 
Brown. Tho Government, taking their 
cuo from that meeting, have decided to 
give Mr. Brown tho "say" ae to future 
appointments at Lillooet. 

A Harvest.— "Old Scroogo" of the 
Treasury is preparing for a harvost in the 
depth of winter. The present inclomont 
season of the year is selected for the noti- 
fication of the settlers in Victoria, Yale, 
Kootenay, Cassiar, Cariboo, Cawichan, 
Cornox and Nanaimo, that unless thoir 
taxes are paid promptly 25 por cent, will 
bo added thereto, and the amount collect- 
ed by distress ! As if times were not hard 
enough alroady without having the threat 
of dispossession held up beforo poor peo- 
ple's eyes to frighten them into submit- 
ting to the extortionate demands of the 
Government. Talk of eviction in Ireland 
after this, Mr. Beaven, if you dare. 

A Late Session. — It is cvidont that 
"Sir" Anthony Walkcm is not going to 
have his good time at Ottawa curtailed by 
considerations of duty at Victoria. Tho 
meeting of the House is further prorogued 
until the 10th of February next. As the 
Houso, in spite of tho warnings given 
them by us last session, voted tho supplies | 
for 18 months, the Govornment need not I 
meet Parliament until tho expiration of 
one yoar, all but a clay, from the date of 
prorogation last spring. The present is 
"Sir Anthony's last opportunity to 
spread himself at the expenao of the 
country, and, depond upon it, he will 
make tho most of it.

These extraordinary men gave a per- 
formance at Theatre Royal last evening. 
The weather was incloment; but tho at- 
tendance was good. As a palmist Mr. 

Imagine 
a slightly built young man in full evening 
costuuio standing boforo tho audienco and 
performing tricks that make tho beholder 
almost doubt the evidence of his senses. 
Water and spirits in soparate glasses wero 
mixed together and separated again in full 
view. Four dishes of goldfish wero pro- 
duced from mystorious quarters in the 
dross coat. A card handed to a man was 
changed while in tho holder's hand; ink 
was turnod to Elk Lako water, which 
was changed again to ink. But tho most 
beautiful and marvolous act of all was 
performed with a birdcage in which 
was a live canary. Holding this cage in 
both hands, tho conjuror approached to 
the edge of the stago and in the twinkling 
of an oyo— with tho suddenness of a 
flash of lightning— it disappeared. 
Tho audienco roqucstod a repetition 
when Mr. Thorn walked into the par- 
quctto and repeated tho trick while stand- 
ing within two feet of some of tho audi- 
ence! A committee was appointed to go 
on tho stago and witness the "spiritual- 
istic" part of tho programme. One of tho 
committeo objected to spiritualism being 
termed "hunibuggisiii," by Mr. Thorn, 
and after a short address arid a wordy al- 
tercation loft tho stago and Theatre in 
high dudgeon. The conjuror and, Sir. 
Darvin wero tied by tho committeo and 
performed tho cabinet feats of the Davou- 
port Brothers with . groat ease.

Nanaimo Pilotage • 

Tho following are amongst tho Nanaimo 
Pilotago Regulations:— Vessels spoken by 
a duly liconsod Pilot shall pay to the said 
Pilot half tho full pilotago if his services 
aro declined; but vessels arriving from 
sea by way of tho Gulf of Goorgia without 
boing spoken inwards by a Pilot shall bo 
exempt from outward pilotago unless a 
Pilot is employed. Tho rates_pf pilotage 
inwards and ontwards shall bo: For ves- 
sels under 12 foot draught, §3 per foot; 
for vessels over 12 feet draught, §-i por 
foot; for vossols in tow of a steam tug, 
irrespective of draught, $3 por foot; for 
steam vessels other than foreign tug-boats, 
or steamers employed as such, whoso mas- 
ter or mato has not a pilot license, ono- 
quarter less than the abovo ratos if a Pilot 
is employed. Tho pilotago rates for ves- 
sels bound to or from Nanaimo and to or 
from Royal Roads shall be §10 por day 
of 24 hours, if assisted by steam, and for 
fraction of a day, in addition to port pi- 
lotage. Tho pilotago rates for vessols 
proceeding under canvas shall bo £6 per 
foot draught, inclusive of port pilotage. 
Tho pilotago rates for steamships shall be 
tho saino as that for vessels in tow, viz., 
$10 por day, in addition to port pilotage. 
Nanaimo pilot grounds are inside a lino 
drawn from the Light-house on Entrance 
Island to tho northern extremity of Five 
Finger Island, on a bearing by compass of 
W. 4° S., and a line drawn from Sharp 
Point to the schooner Patch on Gabriola 
Island. 

Tho Eclipso. 

A total eclipso of tho sun occurs to-day. 
It will be visible to tho western quarter 
of the North American continent, tho 
Islands of the Pacific ocean and tho ex- 
tremo northern portion of Australia. At 
a lino twenty miles south of and parallel 
to a lino drawn through Monterey, Cal., 
Mariposa and Salt Lako City the eclipso 
will be central And total. Elsewhere it 
will bo par, id. It will commence hero at 
2:25 p.m. , tho sun going down more or 
less eclipsed. At Victoria, Australia, tho 
sun will rise to-morrow slightly eclipsed, 
tho eclipso continuing for about fiftoon 
minutes. Tho weather-wise pronounce 
that tho coining eclipso and tho perihelion 
of the planets have influenced the condi- 
tion of tlio elements and aro responsible 
for the extremo severity of tho weather. 
Tho prophetic almanacs predict that tho 
weather will bo clear and cold until Fri- 
diy tho lGth inst., aid that subsequently 
another snow stori.i will occur, commenc- 
ing on the 21st inst. The winter which 
intervened between tho fall of 1801 and 
tho Spring of 18tj2 was remarkably cold 
— probably tho severest winter within 
the recollection of any inhabitant of the 
Province. Tho unusual severity, how- 
ever, was followed by a season of marked 
prospority. Is it possible — indeed, is it 
not probable — that the severity of the 
present season may prove to bo tho har- 
binger of better times for British Colum- 
bians ?

To the Editor or Tun Colonist: — 
Sir — I notice that a communication in 
the form of a complaint was lately ad- 
dressed to tho City Council by J. 
Russell of the livery stables with refer- 
ence to somo (supposed) overcharge for 
water, hut which charge, upon enquiry 
being made, was satisfactorily disposed 
of. 

I was surprised to find that Mr. 
Russell lias been only {laying tho small 
sum of two dollars a month for the 
water used by him in washing his car- 
riages and stable supply. The legiti- 
mate ground for complaint to my mind 
is, that heretofore he 1ms been paying 
far too little, and that the citizens as 
represented by the City Council are the 
parties who have just ground for com- 
plaint, and not Mr. Russell. 

The charge to one with a stable like 
that of this aggrieved man, if double 
in amount, would not have been ex- 
cessive, and far less' in amount than 
paid by him before the city waterworks 
were established. 

This opens up most opportunely (now 
that the waterworks are not self- 
supporting) the desirability of a re- 
vision of charges, and the consideration 
of whether an establishment like that 
of Russell's should not pay a more equit- 
able sum for benefits conferred in tho 
water supplied.

WELLINGTON, Dec. G. — The Govern- 
ment passed all electoral reforms. The 
Readjustment Representation bill was 
postponed until next session. The 
estimates were passed with trifling re- 
ductions.

11. The bill imposing a penny in tho 
pound on all descriptions of property 
was road the second time by a majority 
of 10. The Third Political Party 
Brpnch of tho Opposition has been 
started, called the Young Zcalander. 
The deficit first stated by the Treasurer 
has since been corrected and shows 
less. Grey's Redistribution of Seats 
bill in the Houso has been counted out. 
Thero is much objection to the Trea- 
surer's proposed taxation on material, 
and modifications aro certain. In con- 
sequence of increased duties, tobaccon- 
ists and chemists have raised their 
prices. It is still necessary to main- 
tain the constabulary in disturbed na- 
tive districts, but it is anticipated they 
will be unnecessary shortly.

Europe is hastening to her destruc- 
tion, since, instead of devoting all her 
energies to productive labor, sho is ex- 
hausting herself in intestine strife. 
When we think of the number of men 
snatched from the plough and the 
workshops, to bo exercised in the 
laboi-3 of war, we sec arise before us 
in threatening aspect the phantom • of 
America. 

"With the present facility ami rapidity 
of communication our globe seems to 
havo become smaller for man, and the 
geographical divisions of the past havo 
no reasons for existence in present cus- 
toms regulations. Humanity, leaving 
the family, extends itself to the tribe ; 
increasing to the province), it develops 
into country. To speak of Franco 
alone, its national unity is made up of 
the union of very different races, such 
as tho Provencals, Burgundians, Bre- 
tons, A - c. If instead of throwing down 
her weapons of war, in order to form 
commercial and industrial alliances, 
Europe should persist in tho present 
fatal course, she will bo condemned to 
poverty in the future. 

Opposite us on the other side of the 
ocean, tho American Continent, which 
consumed our products has, in its turn, 
become an immense producer. Its 
grain has invaded our market, its fab- 
rics commenced to contend against 
ours and to-morrow, perhaps, its cattle, 
carried by powerful steamers, will bo 
landed on our shores ten days aftor 
leaving New York. There, in the 
United States, millions of men in 
peaceable possession of liberty under 
all its forms and encountering no of- 
ficial obstacle to tho development of 
their ideas, are not taken from their 
business by military service. Here, 
on the cast of tho Atlantic, European 
blood is flowing uselessly without ces- 
sation, watering tho earth fertilized 
only by sweat, and our young genera- 
tion is employed in the erection of 
fortresses and in serving cannon. 
What madness ! When future years 
shall have borue away our passions 
and prejudices, our present hate will 
appear to them as ridiculous as the 
great battles between Athens and 
Sparta appear to us to-day. When 
n gun i3 fired between Europeans it is 
in reality a civil war which has com- 
menced. 

Remark the results. Germany and 
Franco are bristling with bayonets ; 
Russia, Austria and Italy are thinking 
but of augmenting their armies, and 
England is spending immense sums in 
the maritime arsenals ; while the Eng- 
lish peoplo are threatened with a fright- 
ful crisis. 

England, iii fact, had persuaded the 
world to choose as an emporium for its 
first articles a little foggy island in the 
Northern Sea- She received from the 
whole world vessels which sho sent 
away laden with manufactured pro- 
ducts. Now tho outlets fail : they 
havo become insufficient for its produc- 
tions, and even among the unfortunate 
Zulus of Africa the British p'eople aro 
searching for clients and buyers. 

Prince Bismarck may conclude cus- 
tom house treaties, Lord Beaconsfield 
may patch up his country, but nothing 
really useful will be done while Europe 
armed to tho teeth, remains divided 
against itself. We arc destroying our- 
selves in the illogical, while, at great 
expense, wo aro piercing mountains 
and digging through isthmuses ; While 
we are endeavoring to throw down na- 
tional barriers, we are creating facti- 
tious ones. Why these tunnels, if at 
their extremities we place soldiers to 
hinder commerce from passing 1 The 
end will be that Europe will undergo 
great material sufferings if sho persists 
in the errors by which conquerors and 
heroes havo dragged along the credu- 
lous peoples. 

If, instead of augmenting our means 
of transport, perfecting our machinery 
and uniting our forces, wo continue to 
regard one another wit h our hand upon 
the sword, tho progressive world will 
leavo behind this great Europe which 
has been the advance guard of civiliza- 
tion. People, like individuals, die, 
and progress, like the sun, seems to be 
describing an immuiso detour from the 
East to the West. Asia has beon in 
the past the cradle of human greatness. 
Let us take heed lest deserting our 
continent tho genius of our planet 
should become American. It is not 
with regiments and squadrons that 
this evident tendency of events can be 
redressed, and thoso who ' now dispose 
of the destinies of the nations of Eu- 
rope are culprits whom our children 
will curse with reason and condemn 
with justice. — La France, Pari.-!. 

A famous English pluralist has just 
died, — Canon Sparke, of Ely, — whose 
personal property alone was sworn at 
£160,000. He "belonged to a family 
of pluralists. The first was Bishop 
Sparke, of Ely, who obtained his dig- 
nity because he hart been the Duke of 
Rutland's tutor. The bishop provided 
for his two sons munificently. The 
Rev. J. W. Sparke was made, canon of 
Ely at £1,000 a year, rector of G'un- 
thrope at £534 a year, and rector of 
Leverington at £2,099 a year. The 
other, the Rev. E. B. Sparke, who lias 
just died, was also made canon of Ely 
at £1,000 a year, rector of Feltwell at 
£1,207 a year, vicar of Littleport at 
£1,487 u year, and registrar of the 
diocese. He also exercised his patron- 
age for the benefit of his family. The 
Sparke family, between them, have 
probably received more than half a 
million from the ecclesiastical revenues 
in the three generations. 



Australia. 

Sydney, Dec. 5. — A telegram re- 
ceived to-day from Lithgow that 
three children, the eldest boy being 
aged eight, went out shooting on SatuiJ 
day. The youngest, aged four, laggf d 
behind, when the eldest brother deli- 
berately shot him. Ho then stripped 
and hid the body behind a log, where 
it was found the same night. 

Melbourne, Dec. 4. — A very sad 
occurrence took placo at Brunswick on 
Monday aftcruoon, between 3 and 4 
o'clock, during the timo the heavy 
thunder storm prevailed. A little boy 
named George M'Guire, son of Mr. G. 
F. M'Guire, of Park street east, was 
returning from school, and when with- 
in about 300 yards of his father's resi 
deuce was struck dead by lightning. 
The electric fluid struck tho unfortu- 
nate lad on the head, carrying away 
part of his hat, and thence went down 
tho back, scarring it dreadfully. Sin- 
gular to say, the unfortunate little, fel- 
low's stomach has the impression, or 
rather is marked, with n tree in a most 
natural manner, very similar to some 
he was passing at the timo ho was 
struck. Drs. M'Innerney and Hew- 
lett, who were speedily in attendance, 
pronounced life to be extinct. A bro- 
ther of dcceasetl, who was a short dis- 
tance behind him, fortunately escaped 
uninjured. A sulphurous smell per- 
vaded the unfortunate victim, whose 
hair was singed considerably. 

Some years go a physician in Wind- 
sor, Vermont, was called to visit a 
patient living some miles out of the 
village. He drove out, and as he was 
hitching his horse the door opened and 
a young lady with n clild in her arms 
cattio out. They greeted each other, 
and she said, "Oh, you are tho doctor, 
come to see grandmother. She's pretty 
siek. You'll find her in the house." 
He went in and found a woman about 
forty, who said, "Oh, you are the doo- 
tor. You will find grandmother in 
that way." In the room to which ho 
was directed he found an aged, white- 
haired lady lying on the bed, with her 
faco the other way. She was quito 
deaf, and did not notice his approach 
until he sat down and began to feel 
her pulse. Sho turned and said, "Oh, 
you aro the doctor. I'm not sick. It 
is mother you want to sec. You will 
find her in that room." So into the 
next room he passed, and at last was 
in the presence of his patient, whOE* 
daughter, great-daughter, great-grand- 
daughter and great-great-grand-daugh- 
ter he had encountered. He found 
her so reduced by disease and old age 
(sho was 97) that ho saw no chance of 
her livin* more than a week. He told 
the family so, but at their request left 
medicines and directions. Somo throo 
weeks after ho was driving by and Baw 
an old lady pickiug up chips. He 
pulled up his horse, intending to. ask 
when his patient had died, when she 
looked up and said, "Oh, you are tho 
doctor who came to see me when I was 
so sick." She is still living, as "chip- 
per" an old lady of 99 as you will often

A BYLAW 

To Amend Bylaw No. 1, for the Protection 
of the City against Fire. 

WHEREAS IT IS EXPEDIENT TO 
amend tho Bylaw " For the Protec- 
tion of tho City against Fire," dated the 
third day of October, 18C2; 

Be it therefore ekacted bv tho Mayor 
and Corporation of the City of Victoria as 
follows: — 

1. Sections 7 and 10 of the said Bylaw 
are heroby repealed. 

2. Tho walls of all chimnies shall not 
be less than four (4) inches in thickness, 
built of brick laid in good lime mortar, 
all jointn boing well flushed. 

3. All fluesshallbejpargettcd throughout ; 
the coating shall not bo less than three- 
eighths of an inch in thickness. 

•1 All outer joints of chimneys shall be 
Hat-jointed with strong lime mortar im- 
mediately after the orection thereof. 

5. No joists, bond timber, or wood of 
any kind Bhall bo allowed to enter or rest 
upon tho brick work of any chimney. 

C. Tho tops of all chimneys shall be at 
least four feet from any woodwork. 

7. If any chimney shall be deemed by 
the Mayor and Council to be unsafe it 
shall be lawful for the Mayor and Coun- 
cil to order the same to be taken down, 
and it shall be tho duty of tho person 
owning the said chimney or occupying tho 
house or premises whereon tho same may 
bo to take down such chimney within 
three days after ho shall have boon order- 
ed to do so. 

8. That any person guilty of any in- 
fraction of any of tho provisions of this 
Bylaw, or of disobedience to any order 
made in pursuance hereof, shall, on con- 
viction before the Polico Magistrate or 
other Justico of tho Peace for the said 
City, forfeit, at the discretion of the Po- 
lico Magistrate or Justico of the Peace 
convicting, a sum of money not exceeding 
§25 for each ofl'enco, together with the 
costs of prosecution, and in dofault of 
payment of any such fine, togethor with 
costs of prosecution, it shall bo lawful for 
the Polico Magistrate or other Justico of 
tho Peace convicting as aforesaid to issue 
his or their warrant to levy the amount 
of fino and costs by distress and salo of 
the offender's goods and chattels, and in 
case no sufficient distress to satisfy the 
amount of fine and costs shall bo found, 
it shall bo lawful for the Polico Magis- 
trate or Justico of tho Poaco as aforesaid 
to commit the offender to the Common 
Gaol for any period not exceeding one 
month. 

9. This Bylaw shall be read and con- 
strued with tho Bylaw hereinbefore men- 
tioned and referred to as one Bylaw, and 
may be cited for all purposes as "Tho 
Bylaw to Amend tho Bylaw for the Pro- 
tection of tho City against Firo."
